What About Automobile Taxes? 


In recent years students of taxation 


have frequently commented that automo- 
biles are not paying their full share of 
community costs. Since states, counties 
and cities are all badly in need of new tax 
sources it was to be expected that one or 
more of these governmental bodies would 
seek to impose another tax on the automo- 
bile. The effort in Wisconsin, however, has 
proved so unpopular that the legislature 
has shied away from it. 


Recently, however, John W. Reynolds, 


the Democratic candidate for governor, 
has proposed that an excise tax on auto- 
mobiles replace the present three per cent 
sales tax. Whether that ever comes to pass, 
there are other indications that tax-hungry 
legislators will be asked to try again to 
get more revenue out of the old family car. 


The Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance has 


devoted a good share of the November is- 
sue of the Wisconsin Taxpayer to the 
study of motor vehicle taxes. While the 
Alliance does not recommend legislative 
action it suggests that the study was un- 
dertaken because "rising costs of govern- 
ment for all purposes and the growing de- 
mand for improved highways have brought 
increased discussion to the 
question of 


whether or not motor vehicles are bearing 
a fair share of the total tax burden." 


The publication points out that the 


Wisconsin highway user tax revenues fell 
substantially short of expectations during 
the fiscal year which ended June 30, 1962. 
The total collections were $120,433,316 
compared with $119,892,329 in 1961. The 
increase here is less than one per cent. 
Since the cost of collections and allotments 
to agencies increased from $8,321,038 in 
fiscal 1961 to $8,417,847 in 1962 the total 
collections available for distribution actu- 
ally increased only about .37 per cent. 
This is very disappointing since state and 
highway officials have become accustomed 
to a motor vehicle increase of about four 
per cent each year. 


They are now searching the record to 


determine the cause of this trifling in- 
crease and are looking ahead to see if they 
can foresee the possible consequences if 
the trend should continue. 


The Alliance reports 
that the main 


cause of the shrinkage in its opinion is to 
be found in the fact that travel did not in- 


crease according to expectations during 
the last year. Vehicle miles of travel on the 
state trunk highways for the last six years 
have increased steadily from 1957 through 
1961. However, from 1961" through the 
fiscal year 1962 the travel in terms of mil- 
lions of vehicle miles of travel on state 
trunk highways increased from 5,975,000 
in 1961 to 6,008,000 in 1962. That is a 
mere 33.000 to be compared with a range 
from 123.000 to 206,000 for the previous 
years. 


The Alliance recognizes that there may 


be many causes for this leveling off of 
highway tax revenue including such items 
as the wide use of compact cars. They have 
no answer to the question as to the cause 
of the decline in the rate of growth in 
travel. 


But whatever it is the drop in revenues 


will be felt by highway officials because of 
its effect on planned construction pro- 
grams. These plans are developed several 
years in advance and they have been plan- 
ned with an increase in revenue in mind 
rather than a reduction. Other problems 
for highway officials include the fact that 
statutory appropriations from the highway 
funds were increased by $480,000, includ- 
ing an additional $50,000 for advertising 
Wisconsin and an additional $150,000 for 
institution roads. At the same time the 
maintenance requirements have been in- 
creasing. Thus the amounts available for 
construction are further reduced. Supple- 
mental aids to local units of government 
for the year ending 
June, 
1962 were 


$100,000 less than the previous year. But 
this drop is to be considered in the light 
of the normal expected increase of over 
$1 million. This is the first time since 
the, supplemental aid system was created 
that the aids have not increased.

Cuban Policy Logical 
With Monroe Doctrine 


Editor, Post Crescent: 


On Tuesday. Nov. 6, the Post 


Crescent published an essay in 
the People's Forum written by 
a University of Wisconsin stu- 
dent, stating that 
the United 


States' "action on Cuba is an 
aggressive act that does not have 
any ethical or moral grounds of 
justification." The article fur- 
ther s t a t e d that "the United 
States must not allow itself to 
come down into thef realm of 
evil tactics that are now being 
employed by the Soviet Union." 
These assertions as well as the 
inclination of the entire article 
seem to label the United Slates 
as an unjust aggressor promot- 
ing a belligerent policy in its 
present intervention in Cuba. On 
the whole, the article completely 
criticizes our policy on Cuba. 


In view of what I believe are 


two very important factors, I 
cannot help but diasgree with the 
ideas presented in this article. 
I would therefore like to take an 
opposite stand and express my 
opinions in defense of our pres- 
ent policy on Cuba. 


The first factor which, I claim, 


presents the United States with 
an ethical justification for its 
maneuver can be found readily 
in the now f a m o u s Monroe 
Doctrine, created back in 1823. 
One of the basic ideas thus con- 
tained expresses the fact that 
the entire Western Hemisphere 
is closed to any further Euro- 
pean colonization. This was es- 
pecially aimed at Russia. Cer- 
tainly the word colonization can 
be applied to some extent to the 
situation which the Soviet Union 
has created in Cuba today. For 
Russia has not only filled Cuba 
with both offensive and defen- 
sive weapons, but the Soviet gov- 
ernment itself has transplanted 


scores of technicians, military 
personnel, along with economic 
and political agents from the 
mother country to Cuba with the 
hope of gathering this country 
(Cuba) into the fold of Russian- 
dominated countries. The second 
factor on which I believe our 
country can justly base her ac- 
tion is the Roosevelt Corollary 
to the Monroe Doctrine effected 
on December 6, 1904. This docu- 
ment gives the United States the 
right of intervention anywhere in 
the Western Hemisphere in order 
to prevent interference by any 
outside power and to maintain 
the security of our own nation as 
well as that of the Hemisphere. 


In the face of the above-men- 


tioned factors, it is not surpris- 
ing, to my mind, that we have 
effected our own intervention by 
means of our naval quarrantine 
of Cuba. This is the only logical 
and morally sound action we 
can take. To sit back and ignore 
the situation or spend precious 
time in useless negotiation with 
Russia would have been disas- 
trous. It should be the right and 
the responsibility of the United 
States to safeguard the Western 
Hemisphere 
and 
this 
means 


eliminating the influence and 
the presence of any and all po- 
tentially dangerous outside pow- 
ers. 


As a conclusion, I would like 


to state that in my opinion our 
country was not "employing evil 
tactics," but acting upon her full 
right as stated in the Monroe 
Doctrine and the Roosevelt Cor- 
ollary. I'm sure that you will 
agree that the success of our 
policy in the past few weeks 
bears out its moral and ethical 
justification.

enemies emerge as people much 
like us, hoping the same things 
for their children, full of the 
same anxieties and prayers and 
puzzlements.

Communism is an idea, and it 


cannot be killed — any more 
than Fascism was killed the last 
time. An idea can kill itself off, 
but it cannot be murdered; this 
is the fatal mistake in all ideo- 
logical warfare. All that can be 
murdered are their children, and 
ours.

Ask a Student if You Want to 
Know Who a Good Teacher Is 


Appleton Pupils Report Who They 
Think Are Best Instructors

If you really want to know what 


makes a good teacher, ask a stu- 
dent. The expert might hedge, but 
the student — on his way to or 
from a class with eagerness or 
reluctance — knows. 


More than 200 students in sev- 


eral senior high school and one 
junior high school classes were 
asked to jot down, anonymously, 
a few ideas on this question. 
Their answers cut to the heart 
of the matter with considerable 
insight 


Certain qualities turn up 
in 


most of the answers. This is the 
picture they build up of the ideal 
teacher, in the eyes of the stu- 
dents: 


He knows his subject well, is 


enthusiastic about it, and is able 
to present it in a clear and in- 
teresting way. He is, above all, 
fair to all students; he does not 
have pets or favorites He has a 
sharp sene of humor to enliven 
his classes — but at the same 
time, he is firm and in control 
of the class. The students respect 
him. 


Will Give Time 


He is sincerely interested in his 


students, and he respects them 
as human beings. He understands 
them, and is willing 
to 
give 


of his time to help them when 
they need it. 


He is friendly, cheerful and pa- 


tient. He never embarrasses or 
makes fun of a student in class. 


He teaches on the student's 


level He uses originality and vari- 
ety to capture their imaginations. 
He gives the students much op- 
portunity to take part in 
the 


class through informal discussions, 
debates, panels and independent 
•work, but he carries his own 
share of the load. His assign- 
ments are useful and constructive 
— not busy work. His presenta- 
tion isn't bogged down solely in 
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the textbook. He gives his own 
ideas, and lets the students give 
theirs.' 


He isn't easy. "I prefer 
a 


teacher who expects a lot. Lenient 
teachers do not appeal to me," 
said one student. 


"Make the students do quite a 


bit of work!" said another. "This 
is good. However, I feel they will 
do this work easier and better 
if they respect their teacher and 
feel that he is all out to help 
them and teach them." 


The teacher should have "re- 


spect for the students so that 
they may respect him," the stu- 
dents believe. 


"The teacher must be sincere 


and interested in each student 
and his problems; if he is not 
I think he should give up teach- 
ing," one said. 


A mark of this interest is a 


much-appreciated willingness 
to 


take time with the students. "I 
had a wonderful teacher 
who 


would talk to me about the sub- 
ject just about any time," said 
one. "If it was after school hours 
and he had a meeting schedule, 
he would say that can wait, your 
knowledge and wanting to learn 
are more important." 


"I think the best teaching de- 


vice ever administered to me is 
when the teacher gained my con- 
fidence through personal 
after- 


school discussion," said another. 
"When you know your teacher 
personally, you not only work 
harder but you also become in- 
terested in the subject because 
the teacher's own feelings reflect 
in you " 


The good teacher presents ideas 


in "an interesting way, a way in 
which the pupil yearns for know- 
ledge of that subject." He can 
"give an idea which will put the 
student's mind stirring 
w i t h 


thought." 


Most students don't go quite as 


far as the one who declared, "He 
must be a stern disciplinarian 
and show the students they can't 


I get away with anything" 
But 


'most do agree, "A teacher who 
can handle a class is liked—even 
if the students won't admit it. A 
good teacher is strict but full of 
fun " 


"Piscipline will come 
natural 


to a good teacher." one pupil 
noted. "Of course," another point 
ed out, "a sense of humor ir es 
sential." 


One honest young person com- 


pared two teachers: "One is a 
really nice guy, but as far as the 
things I have learned—not much 
The next teacher has a rough 
reputation but you really learn 
something from her. I think if I 
had to pick 
between the two 


teachers I would take the latter 
because you will get something 
out of the course. This is whal 
I think is really important."
